HEAVY FIRING HEARD. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 
HUE (Upper Cochin-China) May 18, 
12:50 a. m—[Exclusive Dispatch.] 
A small steamer that arrived this 
morning shortly after midnight re- 
ports having heard heavy firing in the 
direction of Paracels yester- 
day. 

A steamer early yesterday morning 
sighted a squadron standing toward 
Paracels from the east coast of Hal- 
nan Island. It was unable to deter- 
mine the nationality of the ships, but 
it is believed the vessels belonged to 
Kamimura’s flying squadron and that 
they were moving against the Rus- 
sian fleet. 

It is thought Admiral Rojestven- 
sky's movements have betrayed to the 
Japanese his intention to advance on 
Formosa Straits by the inner Para- 
cels Passage and that Togo is mass- 
ing his strength to command the 
waters between these islands and 
Hainan. Kaimamura’s cruisers may 
teve opened fire on Rojestvensky's 
scout ships.

FIGHT SOUTH OF FORMOSA. 
CONCLUSION FROM CRUISERS.

PAYS NO ATTENTION TO FRANCE. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED 
SAIGON (Cochin-China) May 17.— 
Admiral De Jonquieres, the French 
naval commander at Saigon, who has 
been cruising along the Anam Coast 
on the cruiser Guichen, returned here 
today 


According to the reports gathered 
concerning the Russian fleet, Admiral 
Rojestvensky showed absolute disre- 
gard for the discussions on the sub- 
ject of neutrality. The Russian com- 
mander proceeded as if his position 
gave him complete independence. He 
declared that he acted on his own judg- 
ment and said that criticisms do not 
change his opinions. Iron discipline, 
it is added, was maintained on board 
the Russian warships. 

A correspondent of a Hanoi news- 
paper who was said to have been lost 
off Port Dayet, forty miles north of 
Kamranh Bay, was brought here on a 
junk. While on the junk, the corres- 
pondent says thirty Russian warships 
anchored in the bay. The junk later 
was stopped and boarded by the Rus- 
sian repair ship Kamtchatka. 

The boarding officer blindfolded the 
correspondent and took him on board 
Rear-Admiral Nebogatoff’s flagship, the 
Nicola H, where he was closely ques- 
tioned. The explanations of the cor- 
respondent were found to be satisfac- 
tory and he was well treated. 
The Russians officers said they had 
not been ashore since February. They 
expected an engagement to take place 
soon.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—A petition 
of the government for a re-hearing in 
the cases of the United States vs. Pea- 
Dody & Co. and the United States vs. 
Wardner, Harnes 4 Co., involving the 
construction of the tariff order of July 
12, 1898, was submitted to the Supreme 

Court of the United States today. The 
petition was presented by Solicitor- 
General Hoyt, and was supported in a 
brief by Attorney-General Moody. 

Tue case was decided, a few weeks 
ago, adversely to the contentions of the 
United States, and the decision was ac- 
cepted by the government as calculated 
to impose no inconsiderabie burden on 
the treasury. 

In his petition, Hoyt recalis the fact 
That the decision was based upon the 
“Fourteen Diamond Rings Case,” but 
contends that the cases are fundamen- 
tally different. The court heid that the 


President's order expired by its own 


terms when the war, with Spain came 
to an end, but the Solicitor-General 
gays: 

“It is difficult to see why, because the 
“tercise of the war power was initiated 
under a foreign war, it ceases at the 
end of that war and does not extend 
on into a much more serious war, sim- 


ply. because the territory was domestic... 


To entertain this view, it seems to me, 
is to disregard the doctrines laid down 
in the Civil War cases, which unquak- 
fiediy sustain the exercise of executive 
power for which the government con- 
tends in dealing with an insurrection- 
ary war in domestic territory. The 
President conmiously and intentionally 
imposed the order oa the new war, and 
Was not misied into unknowingly giv- 
ing an authority in blank. 

“There cannot be the slightest doubt 
about this. The commanding general 
and the subordinate officers acted at all 
times in strict accordance with the 
executive orders.“

IS SPREAD THIN. 


MORE LOW-RATE TRAVELERS, 
BUT NOT SUCH A JAM.

Rear - guard of Tourists Arriving on 
Final Trains of Westbound Ex- 
cursion Season—Santa Fe Prepar- 
ing New Schedule—More Refrig- 
orators for Fruit; Trade. 


Local railroad men take no pessimis- 
tie view of the fact that a period of 
low passenger rates from the East to 
California has come to an end with- 
out the scramble for accommodations 
that has marked former years. 

The sale of tickets from Chicago at 
the $33 colonist rate, with correspond- 
ingly low rates from other points, was 
stopped last Monday, and the rear 
Fuard of the tourists will reach Los 
Angeles by the end of this week. 

Contrary to the experience of former 
years there has been no such a rush 
of travel this year as to cause the rall- 
roads to run a number of extra trains. 
While the travelers arriving this week 
have been so numerous as to load each 
— * heavily, it has not been 
ecessfary to run more than on - 
tion of a train, 

Some of the Santa’ Fé trains have 
come in with fourteen or fifteen cars. 
all loaded to their capacity, and the 
— Southern Pacific 

ns ve ght in equally heav 
loads. This rush is expected * wot 
tinue until Friday or Saturday, when 
the last of the excursionists probably 
will have arrived. 

The explanation given by the traf- 
fic men is that the excursion period 
this year was fifteen days longer thai 
for previous spring excursions, and 
that, instead of crowding the trains 
on the opening and closing days of the 
season, the travelers have distributed 
themselves more evenly, and, in the 
aggregate, a much larger number has 
been handled. 

The excursion period opened on 
March 1 and closed on May 15, mak- 
ing a total of seventy-six days on 
which tickets were sold at the low 
rate. Just how many persons availed 
themselves of the opportunity to 
come to California is what railroad 
officials claim not to know. 
Announcement has been made that 
similar colonist rates for the coming 
autumn season will be in effect from 
September 15 until October 31, the 
tickets, as usual, being for west-bound 

e only. There will be numerous 
cheap round-trip excursion rates from 
the East to the Pacific Coast in the 
interim, however, for the Portland 
Fair and for various conventions at 
Los Angeles and other cities, assur- 
ing an almost unbroken year of cheap 


fares. 


FOR FRUIT TRADE. 
MORE REFRIGERATORS. 

The Santa Fé has just ordered 300 
additional refrigerator cars for use in 
the California fruit trade, and, before 
the opening of the next orange season, 
will have added two or three times this 
number to the equipment of the Santa 
Fé Refrigerator Dispatch line, which 
is operated by the railroad company. 

The Santa Fé already has 4500 re- 
frigerator cars, and during the season 
just closing made use of 5000 cars, the 
remaining 500 cars being leased from 


other lines. 
Notwithstanding this large number 
of refrigerators, the railroad was taxed 
severely to handle-the business, the 
principal reason being that the ex- 
tremely cold weather in the East pre- 
vented the prompt unloading of cars. 
This caused a congestion of loaded 
cars in the East and a shortage of 
empties at the fruit-shipping centers,

1 Secretary of State Charles Curry 
at Sacramento, “toting fair” with the 
automobile owners of the State in is- 
suing numbers for their machines? 

Is Mr. Curry giving a San Francisco 
metal manufacturing firm access to the 
State's records before he makes reply 
to properly-executed applications for 
automobile numbers and tags, thus per- 
mitting this firm to get im on the 
ground floor in the matter of selling 
metal numbers to be hung on the ma- 
chines? 

These are questions that local auto- 
mobilists would Uke to have answered, 
and Secretary A. P. Fleming of the 
Automobile Club of Southern California 
is particularily anxious to have an ex- 
planation made. 

The peculiar situation is brought 
forcibly to the mind of every automo- 
bile owner shortiy after he makes an 
application to the Secretary of State 
for the numbered tag which the State 
wad provides shall be held by each au- 
toist. 

Hundreds of automobile owners in 
Los Angeles have forwarded to Sacra- 
mento their applications for the tags. 
Each applicant has sent the necessary 

fee, and has expected to receive 
promptly a small metal disc bearing the 
number under which his machine is 
recorded at Secretary Curry’s office, 

Upon reecipt of this number, the law 
provides that the owner must procure 
a meta! “hanger” of designated size, 
which is to be displayed on the back of 
the machine. It is the privilege of the 
autoist, of course, to purchase this 
“hanger” wherever he may choose, the 
only restrictions being those provided 
by law. 

NORTHERN ENTERPRISE! 


Local auto men say that days before 
they receive a reply from the Secre- 
tary of State, there comes to them by 
mail a circular from a firm of metal 
manufacturers in San Francisco, read- 
ing about as follows: 

“Your automobile license number 
sent you today from Sacramento is 1111. 
Please send us your order, with $2, and 
a new metal hanger of regulation sise 
will be forwarded to you.” 

The impression created in the miads 
of men who receive such circulars sev- 
eral days or a week before they get of- 
ficial notice from Sacramento is tha: 
the metal firm in San Francisco has a 
well-organized system of obtaining 
information from the office of the Sec- 
retary of State. 

Another peculiar feature is that the 
Automobile Club furnishes to its mem- 
bers at $1 each, metal hangers which 
are declared to be of much better 
quality than those supplied by the nor- 
thern firm. Hangers are supplied by 
the club to outsiders at $1.26 each, 
while local dealers furnish a satisfac- 


tory hanger for $1. 


“Tt strikes me that it is Irregular, to : 


say the least,” said Secretary Fleming 
yesterday, “that this San Francisco 
firm should obtain the license numbers 
far in advance of the applicants 
therefor. It seems to me that it hard- 
ly becomes the great office of Secre- 
tory of State to, permit an outsider of 
thie kind to creep in and work a com- 
mercial scheme at the expense of citi- 
zens who are willing and anxious to 
obey the law, and who would prefer 
to be left to their own devices in the 
matter of selecting a hanger. . 

“Every man Wo applies for a - 
cense number is entitled to receive ad- 
vice of that number before it is given 
to anyone else, and there seems to be 
no excuse for the holding back of the 
number several days, until this firm 
can get its circulars Into the hands of 

spective customers.

It was an Ib- 
sen play—‘A Doll's House! —that 
brought her back before the footlights 
after her three years’ retirement from 
the stage that followed her marriage to 
Harrison Grey Fiske. She produced it 
for a charitable enterprise in New York 
at a matinée, and it attracte] immedi- 
ate attention from the most exacting 
critics and aroused a clamor in the the- 
atrical world that forbade her further 
retirement and gained the consent of 
her husband to her return to the stage.

" WATERFRONT LEASE ASKED AT 
SAN PEDRO TOWN. 


— — 


Privilege Requested is for Bath - 
house and Embraces Rocky Part of 
Shore of Outer Harbor, Where 
Bathers Would be Likely to Con- 
tract Big Crop of Stone Bruises. 


SAN PEDRO, May 17.—Hot suspi- 
cions are directed here against the 
franchise application filed by F. D. 
Foot with the City Trustees last even- 
ing. 

Foot asks a privilege for a bath-house 
and things. 

Luke Kelly several months ago asked 
a privilege for a bath-house and things. 

Luke Kelly wanted about 1400 feet of 
outer harbor frontage to build his bath- 
house on. 

Foot is more modest. He asks only 
650 feet of the same frontage. 5 

The shore strip which Foot asks is 
full of rocks. As a bathing ground it 
would afford ample opportunity for an 
abundant crop of stone bruises. Hence 
there are some who are so unkind as 
to say that this is just another effor: 
to gobble waterfront. 

Meantime there is opposition to the 
idea of having one of the town’s chief 
assets gobbled. 

The application filed by Foot with the 
City Trustees is for a ten-year lease 
of the frontage. He offers after five 
years to pay 2 per cent. of the gross re- 
ceipts into the city treasury. He also 
offers to have the lease provide tha: no 
intoxicating liquors shall be sold on the 
premises. 

Suspicions of a hug are directed 
against the section of the lease which 
provides “that the party of the second 
part shall within three months com- 
mence and begin the construction of a 
bath-house pavilion, bandstand, pleas- 
ure pier, bowling alleys and other nec- 
essary and useful adjuncts thereto.” 

Inquirers want to know what “neces- 
sary and useful adjuncts” migh: be 
construed to mean. 

The frontage included in Foot's peti- 
tion extends southwesterly from the ſo- 
eation of the Huntington wharf fran- 
chise. That location is near Timm’s 
Point. The outer harbor area embraced 
in the request extends 1700 feet south- 
ward to the city boundary, which

boundary runs southwesterly, making 


the area asked for by Foot a diamond- 
shaped one.

ZOBIANA GERVAIS LEFT ALONE 
AT HOSPITAL.

No Member of Child - vietim's 

Family Sufficiently Interested to 

Call—Father Returns to Town and 

Strange: Report of Him is Given. 

Officer Webb’s Conduct. 

Two days and two nights have passed 
since little Zobiana Gervais, the nine- 
year-old daughter of Louis Gervais, 
was taken to the Children’s Hospital, at 
Castellar and Alpine streets, to be 


nursed back to health from the scores | 
of wounds inflicted upoh her body by a 


rawhide in the hands of her brother 
William, the iron moulder, aged 22. 
Two days and two nights, yet not one 
member of the child’s family has called 
at the hospital to see how she is get- 
ting along. Little Zobiana was report- 
ed at the hospital last night, when a 
Times man called, to be in a fevered 
and restless condition, but recovering 
slowly. This will be first news of her 
to the Gervais family. 

Louis Gervais, the father, arrived 
home last night from his bridge-build- 
ing work in the country. He is re- 
ported to have ranged himself on his 
son's side. A neighbor named Bennett 
is declared to have intercepted him 
upon his arrival and poured into his 
ear the son's version of the inhuman 
beating; and, say the neighbors, as a 
result the father has refused to hear 
the other side, or even to look at a pho- 
tograph showing the swollen weits and 
bloody gashes laid on the child’s tender 
flesh by her rawhide-wielding brother. 

Friends of the child reported last 
night that Louis Gervais had expressed 
a determination to go to the Children’s 
Hospital today and get Zobiana and 
take her home—home to the Bast First- 
street house where, last Saturday night, 
William Gervais lashed her until her 
nightgown was saturated with blood 
and her little legs and back were a 
mass of purple and red—penalty for 
having lost 15 cents change from a pur- 
chase of ribbons! 

It was last night further reported by 
friends that “Humane” Officer John C. 
Webb, who arrested William Gervais 
for the beating and then defended him 
in court, getting him off with a $10 fine 
and later trying to mislead the news- 
papers as to the facts, proposes to 


maintain his stand in league with the 


brutish brother, and has offered to as- 
sist the father to regain possession of 
the child. 

At the Children’s Hospital Ast night 
the statement was emphatically made 
that the father will not be permitted 
to take his little daughter away just 
now, nor until her condition is such 
that she can be moved without danger. 

In the meantime genuinely humane 
persons will see what can be done to 
save Zobiana from a repetition of the 
fate that befell her Saturday n

John Cole, a brickmaker at Whittier, 
has involuntarily become entangled in 
a legal proceeding that has a rather 
unusual side to it.

another order with the Luitweiler peo- | 


ple for a forty-five-horse-power engine 
of the Foos brand. The machine was 
to cost $1875. 

In due course the forty-five-horse- 
power Foos gas engine was delivered,
